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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of amendment filed on July 7, 201 0. Claims 1 - 
10 are pending. 

Previous claim rejection made under 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) are withdrawn in 
view of claim amendment made by applicant. Allowable subject matter is 
indicated as following, and new rejections have been made in this Office action. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 5, 8, 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country 
or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application 
for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ito 
et al. (JP02048038 A). 

Ito discloses metal oxide/polymer complex powder obtained by depositing 
a polymerization initiator on the surface of the powder suspension; a vinyl 
monomer such as styrene is added to the suspension and polymerized to coat 
the surface. The reference teaches the size of the metal oxide powder ranges 
from about 1 micron-10 micron, meeting the instant claim limitation. 
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Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Yoshinaga et al. (JP 05-287213). 

Yoshinaga discloses colloidal inorganic oxide particles obtained by 
introducing a radical polymerization initiator and modified with a linear polymer. 
Working example 5 discloses a titanium silica alumina multiple oxide colloidal 
particle having a mean particle diameter of 220 nm which is combined with 
2,2'azobis (2-aminopropane) dihydrochloride and acrylic acid to produce a titania 
silica alumina multiple oxide particle coated with sodium allysulfonate-polyacrylic 
acid. The application of such inorganic oxide colloidal particle in cosmetic is 
taught. See translation, [0043]. 

Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Suzuki et al. (JP 06336558 A). 

Suzuki discloses cosmetic having a treated powder of good and stability 
dispersibility. The reference teaches the surface of the powder of treated with a 
silane coupling agent having a radical polymerizable group and polymerizing the 
radical-polymerizable group with one or more radical-polymerizable monomers to 
form a polymer layer on the surface of the powder. The reference teaches the 
use of a perfluorinated, polymerizable monomer in the radical polymerization 
imparts water- and oil-repellency to the treated powder. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
